Mr.  Mayor  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Interim  Report 
on  the  Health  Services  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  1942. 

Owing  to  the  continued  shortage  of  paper,  the  Minister 
of  Health  directs  that  Annual  Reports  should  contain  only 
essential  and  urgent  matters  of  public  health,  as  in  the  year 
1941. 

The  health  of  the  inhabitants  has  continued  to  be  good 
and  no  serious  increase  in  sickness  or  mortality  is  revealed. 
The  Tuberculosis  mortality,  however,  continues  to  rise.  In 
1940  it  was  0.18  per  1,000.  In  1941  it  had  risen  to  0.47  per 
1,000.  This  year,  1942,  it  has  risen  to  0.58  per  1,000  of  the 
population. 

I take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  members  of  the 
Committee  for  their  valuable  assistance  and  support,  and  have 
pleasure  in  recording  my  grateful  thanks  to  every  member  of 
the  staffs  of  the  Health  and  other  Departments  and  to  the 
W.V.S.  Organisation  for  their  co-operation  and  assistance.

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Maternity* 

In  the  Maternity  Block  of  the  Avenue  Hospital,  452 
babies  were  delivered  during  the  year.  Ante-natal  Clinics  are 
held  weekly  at  this  Hospital. 

Orthopaedic. 

There  is  no  change  in  the  arrangements  for  orthopaedic 
treatment. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare* 

The  number  of  evacuated  children  in  this  town  is 
negligible,  but  there  has  been  an  increased  number  of  mothers 
and  infants  attending  the  Centre,  namely,  773  children  as 
against  646  for  1941. 

The  facilities  for  X-ray  examination  continue  to  be  most 
valuable.  One  case  of  suspected  Tuberculous  Disease  of  the 
Hip  was  X-rayed  and  the  diagnosis  confirmed. 

There  is  no  change  in  the  arrangements  for  dental  treat- 
ment of  children  under  five  who  attend  the  Centre. 

The  distribution  of  supplementary  clothing  coupons  for 
expectant  mothers  continues  as  before. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation* 

On  December  31st,  1942,  it  was  estimated  that  69.3% 
of  the  child  population  under  five  years  of  age  and  71.3% 
of  the  children  between  five  and  fifteen  years  had  received  the 
complete  course  of  immunisation.

REPORT  OF  SENIOR  SANITARY  INSPECTOR

To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors 
of  the  Borough  of  Bridlington. 

Mr.  Mayor  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1942,  which  is  again  an  interim  one.  The  usual  statistics 
and  records  will  be  carefully  preserved  for  consideration  at 
a later  date. 

Mr.  T.  Ramsbottom,  Additional  Sanitary  Inspector, 
retired  on  the  30th  April,  1942,  It  is  sad  to  record  that  his 
retirement  only  lasted  for  a period  of  three  weeks  before  he 
passed  away. 

I would  like  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  very  excel- 
lent service  rendered  by  Mr.  Ramsbottom  ; he  was  a man 
endowed  with  a great  amount  of  tact,  a quality  so  necessary 
to  every  Sanitary  Inspector. 

No  success  attended  the  application  of  the  Corporation 
to  the  Ministry  of  Health  with  reference  to  the  recalling  of 
Mr.  K.  O.  Batten  from  His  Majesty’s  Forces  to  fill  the  vacancy 
caused  by  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Ramsbottom. 

The  Borough  of  Batley  and  the  City  of  York  were 
approached  with  respect  to  the  loaning  of  a Sanitary  Inspector, 
but  the  ultimate  results  were  negative. 

This  meant  I had  to  carry  on  alone  from  30th  April, 
1942,  to  the  5th  October,  1942,  when  Mr.  C.  S.  Graham  was 
requested  to  relinquish  his  position  as  A.R.P.  Officer  and 
revert  to  his  previous  appointment  as  Additional  Sanitary 
Inspector. 

Every  effort  was  made  to  deal  effectively  with  complaints, 
supervision  of  the  milk  and  food  supply,  factories,  collection 
and  disposal  of  house  and  trade  refuse,  salvage,  etc.,  and  in 
order  to  do  this  I relinquished  my  position  as  Chief  A.R.P, 
Instructor  in  June. 
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Inspections 

The  total  number  of  inspections,  visits  and  interviews  for 
all  purposes  amount  to  4,903. 

Of  these  1,886  were  made  in  connection  with  general 
sanitation  : 1,393  were  made  in  connection  with  food  premises  : 
1,478  visits  in  connection  with  the  Public  Health  and  Housing 
Acts  : 118  visits  in  connection  with  infectious  disease,  and  28 
visits  in  connection  with  verminous  premses. 

Notccs  Served. 

162  Preliminary  Notices  were  served  during  the  year.  A 
large  number  of  letters  were  sent  to  owners,  agents  and 
occupiers  requesting  them  to  abate  nuisances,  and  carry  out 
sanitary  improvements  and  repairs.  I am  glad  to  say  that  no 
major  work  was  outstanding  at  the  end  of  the  year,  in  fact 
builders  have  shown  a willingness  to  help  my  Department  in 
the  executing  of  necessary  works.

Milk  Supply. 

Twenty-four  samples  of  milk  have  been  submitted  to  the 
North  Riding  Laboratory,  Scarborough,  for  bacteriological 
and  biological  examination. 

In,  14  samples  B.  Coli  was  present.  All  were  found  to  be 
negative  to  Tubercle  Bacilli  after  biological  examination. 

Water  Supply. 

Twenty-four  samples  of  water  were  submitted  to  the 
North  Riding  Laboratory,  Scarborough,  for  bacteriological 
examination.  All  were  obtained  from  the  public  supply,  and 
were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

There  are  15  slaughter-houses  in  the  Borough.  At  the 
present  time  there  is  only  one  in  operation,  namely,  the 
Government  Controlled  Slaughter-house  in  Rhodena  Avenue. 

390  visits  were  made  to  the  Government  Controlled 
Slaughter-house,  and  the  carcases  and  organs  of  17  Bulls,  119 
Cows,  657  Bullocks,  137  Heifers,  108  Calves,  7,928  Sheep  and 
118  Pigs  have  been  examined.

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368  visits  were  made  to  Butcher’s  Shops  and  Food 
Preparing  Premises. 

34  visits  were  made  to  Wet  Fish  Shops. 

109  visits  were  made  to  Fried  Fish  Shops. 

Offensive  Trades. 

12  visits  have  been  made  to  Knackers  Yard  and  Tripe- 
boiling premises.  No  nuisances  were  found. 

Shopsi  Act. 

37  visits  were  made  to  shops.  One  case  of  insufficient 
sanitary  accommodation  and  one  case  of  defective  water- 
closet  accommodation  were  remedied. 

Factories  Act. 

Factories  have  greatly  reduced  in  number  since  the  out- 
break of  war,  167  visits  (including  visits  to  bakehouses)  have 
been  made,  3 defects  have  been  found  and  remedied. 

Rats  and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act,  1919. 

87  visits  have  been  made  during  the  year.  Serious  com- 
plaints are  referred  to  the  Rat  Officer  attached  to  the  War 
Agricultural  Committee,  otherwise  local  assistance  is  given  in 
the  extermination  of  rats  and  mice. 

Infectious  Disease. 

118  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  notifiable  infec- 
tious disease. 

78  disinfections  have  been  carried  out  for  all  causes, 
including  infectious  diseases. 

Public  Cleansing. 

The  total  weight  of  refuse  (50%  test  weighings)  was 
6,022  tons  4 cwts.  1 qr.,  which  includes  183  tons  12  cwts.  2 qrs. 
of  trade  refuse,  practically  the  whole  of  which  was  waste 
paper. 

A total  of  644  tons  16  cwts.  1 qr.  of  salvaged  materials 
were  collected  and  disposed  of  during  the  year.  292  tons  1 1 
cwts.  consisted  of  waste  paper. 

Salvageable  materials  show  an  increase  of  183  tons  3 cwts. 
1 qr.,  and  of  this  amount  waste  paper  increased  by  14  tons 
as  compared  with  1940/41. 
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It  has  not  been  possible  to  maintain  a weekly  collection 
of  refuse  owing  to  the  shortage  of  labour  and  to  the  extra 
effort  needed  for  the  collection  of  salvage  in  the  Borough. 

All  the  refuse  has  been  tipped  at  Fond  Brigg  Lane  Tip, 
in  accordance  with  the  recommendations  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health.  No  complaints  have  been  received  during  the  year 
with  respect  to  tipping,  and,  as  last  year,  a considerable  portion 
of  the  land  that  has  been  filled  in  with  house  refuse  is  under 
cultivation. 

I have  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health 
Committee  for  their  consideration  and  support. 

I have  pleasure  in  recording  my  grateful  thanks  to  every 
member  of  the  Health  and  other  Departments  for  their  co- 
operation in  matters  affecting  my  Department.
